Developments, Winnipegers Told 


| ———E 

Winnipeg, June 21.—Present oil regulations dealing with 
i the North West Territories hindered progress, disturbed — in- 
i vestors and, in general, had been detrimental to development 
} in the great northland, John A, Allen, professor of geology 


| at the University of Alberta, told members of the Canadian 
Chub here today. 

Considerable development had been planned for this season, 
he said, but much of this is postponed indefinitely because of 
the regulations. 

“Although the possibilities are great in this field of diseov- 
ering a large quantity of oil,’’ said Professor Allen, ‘‘yet, the 
problem of transportation is not yet solved and will retard 
any extensive development in the near future. Encourage- 
ment, must, however, be given to those willing to invest in the 
district. If a reserve of petroleum for future use can be dis- 
covered, even within the Arctic circle, the search will be worth 
the endeavor, Indications are favorable for petroleum aeccu- 
mulations in nine different areas in Alberta and the northern 
country. Large capital is necessary for the development of 
these fields and without this capital the petroleum resources 
of Alberta will remain within a closed book.”
